Hs veſtry 9 been convened © to conſider of the Propticty of agre ceing to 5 
« aſſociate and unite for the Purpoſe of preſerving Tranquillity in the City of Weſt- 
« minſter, and its Environs, and to uſe the utmoſt Endeavours to protect and defend 
the Lives and Properties of the Inhabitants, on a Plan ſimilar to that recommended 
6 by the Common Council of the City of London, —it was reſolved unanimouſly, 
I bat in the preſent Situation of this Country, we think it expedient to aſſociate RAFT 
_ ourſelves, and with ſuch other Tnhabitants, Houſcholders of theſe Pariſhes, or their Sons, 
as approve of our Plan, and are willing to ſubmit to ſuch Regulations as we ſhall adopt | 
for the Support of the Laws and Government of our Country, the Preſervation of 
Peace, Tranquillity, and good Order in the TR and the Protection and Defence of 
the Lives and Properties of its Inhabitants. 

That the ſaid Plan, recommended by the Cana Council of London (as now 

read), be adopted, as far as the ſame is applicable to theſe Pariſhes; and, that this 
Veſtry, and ſuch other Inhabitants, Houſcholders in theſe Pariſhes, or their Sons, 
who ſhall approve of, and fubmit to ſuch Regulations, do fign a Declaration, as follows: 
We, whoſe Names are hereunto ſubſcribed, fully confiding in the known Zeal, 
Loyalty, and Bravery of the Army and Militia of the Nation, and defirous of giving 
the moſt ample Scope to their Exertions at the preſent important Criſis, do hereby 
promiſe and agree to aſſociate and unite, for the Purpoſe of preſerving Tranquillity in 
the Metropolis, and to uſe our utmoſt Endeavours to protect and. defend the Lives and 
Properties of its Inhabitants... 
« That ſuch of us, as are able to give Time from our indiſpenſable Avocations, will 
provide ourfelves with, and learn the Uſe and Diſcipline of Fire Arms, and enrol 
ourſelves for that Purpoſe under ſuch Officers. as may, by the Recommendation of a 
1 Committee of our Pariſhes, be appointed to command us,

That any Gentleman who ſhall ſubſcribe the Declaration in either Claſs (to learn the 
| Diſcipline of Arms, or ſerve as Extra- Conſtables), ſhall be permitted to age his | 
Name to the other, with the Approbation of the Committee. 

That as ſoon as our Plan is completed, it ſhall be tranſmitted to the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department, to be laid before His Majeſty for his Royal Approbation, 
together with the Names of ſuch Perſons who may be ended for Officers. 


At a Veſtry held for the faid Pariſhes, in the Fr Room x fer id, on Thurſday,

That it be recommended to the Churchw 1 to take care that ts Declaration 
agreed to at the laſt Veſtry be carried round to every Member who was then abſent, with 
a Requeſt to ſignify their Aſſent or Diſſent thereto, and that ſuch of them as 4 ge it, 
ſhould ſubſcribe. their Names to the ſaid Declaration. 

That it appears to this Veſtry, that the Reſolutions already entered into ſhould be 
printed, and ſent round to every Houſeholder within theſe united Pariſhes, requeſting, 
that all ſuch as are deſirous of ſubſcribing the Declaration at the laſt Veſtry, ſhall fend 

in their Names and Places of Abode to the 7 Room of St. Giles's. | 
| That the Committee to be appointed by this Veſtry, ſhall determine what Number of 
thoſe who offer to qualify themſelves for the more efficient Service of the Public, by learning 
the Uſe of Fire Arms, will be a reaſonable Quota for theſe Pariſhes to furniſh, for the 
common Defence of the public Peace in the Metropolis, and the Lives and Propertics | 
of its Inhabitants; and that ſuch Number be ſelected by Ballot out of the Houſeholders, 
and Sons of Houſcholders, who ſhall ſend in their Names and Places of Ale as 
willing and deſirous of giving their Services to the Public. 
That ſuch Perſons as are willing to ſerve in the Armed Aſſociation, do vide them- 
ſelves with neceflary Arms and Accoutrements, and with a plain and decent Uniform, 
ſuch as ſhall hereafter be ſettled by the Committee, to whom it ſhall be enen to pro- 
vide the ſame in the beſt and leaſt expenſive Manner. 
I bat the Number to be enrolled be divided into Companies of Fiſty each ; and that 
each Company ſhall have One Captain, Two Lieutenants, and One Enſign, to be 
recommended by the Committee to His Majeſty for Commiſſions ; and fuch N umber 
of non- commiſſioned Officers as ſhall be hereafter fixed by the Committee. 

That the whole, when called out, ſhall be under the Command of One Field Officer, 
to be recommended in like Manner by the Committee, with ſuch Rank as His Majeſty 
ſhall think proper to grant.

That the perten d who Thatl have ſo enrolled themſelves ſhall attend at ſuch Times a8 
ſhall be appointed by the Committee or the Officers, for the Purpoſe of learning the Uſe 
of Fire Arms, and the neceſſary military Evolutions; and fhall not abſent themſelves 
without reaſonable Cauſe of Abſence, unleſs they ſhall previouſly fignify their Intention 
of leaving Town for ſuch Time as their Occafions may require ; and that thoſe who 
ſhall ſo leave Town, ſhall, upon their Return, — the lame t to "Ther commanding 
Officer. 
That as many Perſons may approve of this Aſſociation, and be Aeficons of aſſiſting to 
carry its Purpoſes into Effect, whoſe Age, Sex, State of Health, official Engagements, 
and other Cauſes, may prevent them From engaging themſelves to perſonal Service, it 
is the Opinion of this Veſtry, that a Subſcription be opened for all ſuch as wiſh to 
contribute to the extra Expences that may attend the Execution of this Plan, fo as to 
| prevent the ſame from falling on thoſe who ſhall engage themſely cs to perſonal Service. 
That the Members of this Aſſociation will hold themſelves in Readineſs, upon any 
Alarm, to attend „ with their proper Arms and Accoutrements, upon the Order of the 
civil Magiſtrates or their Officers, at ſuch Place of Rendezvous as ſhall be appointed, 
there to act as hey ſhall be-ordered, for the Purpoſes for which they have aſſociated.
